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Continuation of 7. the proposed amendment overcomes the claim objections. However, the basis for the rejected claims is maintained. 


Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: the arguments regarding the first observation are 
more narrow than the interpretation set forth in the rejection, the entire bottom portion is interpreted by the examiner as being the first 
housing, wherein a forward portion of the rack appears cylindrical. This meets the limitation "substantially** cylindrical. The arguments 
regarding the third observation are more specific than the claim language. The claim broadly recites various receptacles which are not 
clearly distinguished in the instant application, for instance 21 supposedly indicates a second receptacle. However, 21 merely points to a 
small circular hole within a larger volume. Hence the examiner reserves the right to broadly interpret various volumetric portions as 
receptacles. The modification to Fischer et al. attempts to address the fourth observation. It is the opinion of the examiner that Bachnak 
et al. teach a transmission housing 8 that is removably connected to a first housing 9. The motivation for the modification is provided in 
the Office action. It is the opinion of the examiner that such a modification eases construction and maintenance of the actuator.
